Referring to Fig. 2, if desired, the die 10 may have a plurality of auxiliary die inlets 30, 
providing the die 10 with a first die inlet 12 and at least a second die inlet 12. If one or more 
auxiliary die inlets 30 are used in addition to the first die inlet 12, the one or more auxiliary die inlets 
30 may be disposed in acute angular relationship to the first die inlet 12. For example, the auxiliary 
die inlets 30 may be disposed on the top or bottom of the die 10 and disposed substantially 
perpendicular to the first die inlet 12.
